Heretofore at every fre the crowd
of spectators hinder to a great extent
the work of the firemen, They
stand in the way so that fire hose
cannot be moved to advantage and
hinder in various wayg. The people
are urged not to take offense by this
new arrangement as it will be an ad-
vanced step toward better protection
to property holders in case of fire.

The duties of these fire marshals
will be to rope off gsufficient space for
the fAremen to work In and keep all
spectators outside the llnes. It will
nlso be thelr duty to arrest any per-
son, not a fireman, or anyone not
having particular business, who are
found within the lines thus drawn.
They intend to treat all alike In this
matter and no person will be exempt
from arrest if found violating this
rule. Spectators can greatly facili-
tate the work of the borough's fire
defenders by keeping outside the
fire lines in the event of fires in the
future.
